For More Parking Space 


The City of Dixon has spent $60,000 for the land where 


the Lutheran church and parsonage used to stand and pro- 
poses to convert the site into a parking lot. We think the 
purchase was a good one and certainly the location is ideal 
for a parking lot, since it is so close to the very center of the 
shopping district.

In fact, the location is so good and the cost of the 


ground so great, that it would be a great mistake to confine 
its use to merely a one-level parking lot. 


A parking area so close to the heart of the center is 


top valuable to be limited to only the use of the ground. We 
think that the city should erect a two-level parking building 
on this site and build it in such a manner that a couple more 
floors could be added at some future time. 


There is a natural grade at the east end of this lot which 


would accommodate a ramp to reach a second floor.

The income from the parking meters is supposed to be 


eaY-marked for the creation of off-street parking space and 
the income should pay the interest on bonds necessary to 
erect the building and retire the bonds. The building itself 
would bring in revenue because patrons of the parking facili- 
ties it would provide would be charged for them. Each floor 
would park about as many cars as can be parked on both 
sides of two city blocks and would thereby bring consider- 
able relief to the present overcrowded parking situation.

Dixon must look ahead on its parking problem, because 


it will continually grow worse and a blind refusal to provide 
for the coming increase in cars will cause serious injury to 
the growth and prosperity of this city. Failure to provide 
parking space will drive shoppers to the cities that do have 
it. People will not even want to live and work in a city where 
parking conditions are so difficult. There would be plenty of 
parking space in a ghost town, if we want to plan it that way.

The two-level city parking garage we suggest across from

URBANA—Farm price supports 


art building up troublesome stocks 
of farm products. Among the prod- 
ucts filing up are corn, wheat, cot- 
ton, cottonseed oil and butter. Re* 
cent government reports on gram 
slocks help to point up some of th« 
problems that are involved. 


On April 1, stocks of corn in the 


United States totaled 1.808 million 
bushels. In 12 months the supply 
increased by 296 million bushels, 
or nearly one-fifth. April 1 stocks 
were larger this year than in any 
year before World Wa'r II, as well 
as in any subsequent year except 
1949, 1950 and 1951. 


Stocks have built up something 


like this twice before—in 1932-1933 
and 1937-1940. The first stock-pile 
was used up during the severe 
drouth of 1933-1936, and the second 
was used during the inflated war* 
time demand for food. s 


Of the corn on hand this past 


April 1, 1,466 million bushels were 
on farms: 231 million bushels in 
storage, owned or controlled by 
the Commodity Credit Corpora- 
tion; 74 million bushels in interior 
'mills, elevators and warehouses; 
and 37 million bushels, commercial 
slocks in storage at 44 terminal 
[cities.

Editorials 


Gov. Slralton and Court Reform 


The long overdue modernization of Illinois' antiquated 


court system and the removal of its judiciary from politics 
through adoption of the judicial amendment proposed by the 
Illinois State and Chicago Bar Association, will become a 
reality if the legislature is responsive to the will of the peo- 
ple and the statesmanlike leadership of Gov. William G. 
Stratton. 
That statesmanlike leadership is exemplified by the gov- 


ernor's recent endorsement of the Bar Association's proposal 
for judicial reform. 
In accepting the bar amendment, the 


governor rightfully places the welfare of the people above 
any partisan political consideration. The bar amendment, 
drafted by lawyers of both political faiths 01 a non-partisan 
basis, represents more than two years of intensive work by 
men skilled in the field, who drew upon the experience and 
recommendation of others who have studied the problem for 
years.

why declarer didn't lead a heart 
from 'the dummy towards his king 
in the hope of finding the ace in 
the East hand.

The first trick indicated 
that East held a long suit'headed 
by the ace and king. Since Enst 
had passed originally h« couldn't 
have the ace of hearts as well.

He Declares FDR Innocent of Grandfather's Dope

For your infoimation, I piesent a letter from Mis. Eleanor Roose- 


velt to Fred Kloience who was, at that time, Oct. 7, 1950, an employee 
in the home of Geneial Geoige Maishall, and i»y comments on some 
points contained therein. Her letter was a icply to one inquiring why 
she never look steps to icfute my disclosure of the fact that Franklin 
D. Roosevelt's giandfather. Warren Delano, the old windjammer 
fiom Fan haven, Mass., had been an opium smuggler in Canton. China, 
and. in fact, had been implicated with the British in their so-called 


opium war waged for the purpose"of thrusting the 
diug on the degraded Chinese common people in 
defiance of a law laid down by their emperor to 
break them of their addiction.

Mr. Delano ever knowingly did so 
because all the iccoids in the fam- 
ily speak of his being a tea-mer- 
chant and always, until my moth- 
ei-m-law died, the Chinese family 
fiom whom Mr. Delano bought 
tea, kept sending tea, every year 
to show the devotion to the old 
tiaditional friendship between the 
twr\ families. 
There is no record 


that we can find that leads us to 
believe that mv husband's grand- 
father ever traded in opium. How- 
ever, it was prevalent at that time 
so you can see what an endless 
aigument we would enter into with 
Mr. Pegler on that subject

York's International airport Mon 
day shortly after his arrival b;

Although speaking at length on 


many phases of his experiences 
Oatis declined at times tt> answei 
questions or to go into details. He 
indicated that he himself was no 
fully acquainted with all aspects 
of his case. 


He spoke of his treatment by his 


Czech jailers, saying they had ef 
fective methods of obtaining con 
fessions. However, he added that 
to the best of his knowledge .no 
drugs were used on him. 


Asked if he planned to repudiate 


his "confession," he took a similar 
stand: 


"I want to see the record and 


also what came through here be- 
fore I say anything about that. 


The liberated newsman said that 


he realized there is a desire "to 
understand the whole story right 
now." He added: 


"But I can't go into it entirely 


and I don't understand it all my- 
self just yet. 


"Very Complicated" 


"It's a big question that needs 


a. great amount of elucidation. The 
situation is very complicated. It's 
hard for people to comprehend it 
unless it's 
put at 
considerable 


length. I couldn't go into it on an 
occasion like this. For one thing 
it isn't 
organized in my own 


mind." 


Frank J. Starzel, general man- 


ager of The Associated Press, who 
was with Oatis during the news 
conference, told the interviewing 
newsmen: 


"I want to add that his reluc- 


tance to discuss certain questions 
cannot be fairly used as implying 
anything. I wish you to bear in 
min'l tv-at for more than two years 
he has been cut off from all normal 
contacts, serving a prison sentence 
in a foreign jail." 


Oatis, turning to Starzel, said: 
"I want to thank you for a very 


fair statement and I want to back 
you up on it. I appreciate it very 
much." 


Several newsmen asked if Oatis 


was holding back answers with the 
idea of giving data to the govern- 
ment or exclusively to The Associ- 
ated Press. 


Oatis said no, and Starzel told 


the news conference: 


"I assure you, any conclusions 


reached from questions raised at 
this news conference will not be 
exclusively for the advantage of 
The Associaed Press, but will be 
generally available." 


Some other points made by Oatis 


during the news conference were

"It's not a question of American 


standards," Oatis explained of his 
own case. "I was in Czechoslova- 
kia. 


"Rather Vague" 


"I haven;'t read the Czech law 


myself enough to remember it, and 
the whole thing is still rather 
vague in my mind, but as 1 re- 
member it as it was read to me, 
a man may be accused of espion- 
age for obtaining economic, mihV 
tary or political information re- 


gardless of the purpose it is to b» 
used for." 


Oatis said he gathered such in- 


formation as a newsman and, 
questioned whether he cooperated 
in any way with the U.S. embassy 
in Prague, insisted his only infor- 
mation prior to his arrest was what 
he picked up as a newspaper re- 
porter. 


Before his arrest, he said, he 


never had been warned by the 
Reds of the possibility he might 
inadvertently violate their laws. 


However, he added, he had "the 


idea that these people were re- 
sentful of material from the West 
that put them in a bad light and 
. . . that they would consider it a 
favor if they had a chance to knock 
some of it down."

accepted belief that the cell is the 
smallest unit of animal life, was 
piesentcd by Dr. Oscar 
Kanner,

ministration Hospital 
at Oteen, 


N. C. 


For more than 100 years the cell 


ha? been considered the basic, In- 
divisible particle of living matter. 
Dr. Kanner's findings open the 
way for speculation that a single 
cell can be divided into millions 
or even billions of parts which can 
live and multiply. 
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miles distant. His wife had asked 
him Just before he left if it would 
be all right for her and the three 
children to clean out the tool shed. 


The tool shed fire was noted 


about 30 minutes later by Orville 
Tarrick, who works on the Foley 
farm. He said he heard an explo- 
sion and ran down to the scene 
from the field a quarter of a mile 
d'istant where he had been work- 
ing. 


"I couldn't get near," he told 


Sheriff Smith, "flames were leap- 
ing out from all parts of the shed." 


Foley, in Atlanta, heard about 


the fire on his farm from members 
of th« volunteer fire department. 
He hurried home, but the fire by 
that time had been extinguished.

States is about ready to fire an 
other note to Moscow demanding 
the Russians settle at least part oi 
their eight-year-old lend-lease ac 
count.

The new note will provide an 


other test whether the Soviet re- 
gime, under its new head, Georgl 
Malenkov, intends to co-operate 
with the American government in 
solving problems that strain U. S.- 
Russian relations. 
* 


While Premier Stalin was alive, 


the Russians stalled on U. S. de 
mands that they return some of 
the material provided them during 
World War II and pay for other 
items they retained. They did next 
to nothing except return some frig- 
ates and icebreakers. 


The forthcoming American note, 


it was learned, will call on the 
Russians to live up to a pledge 
made last June by giving back 
186 small lend-lease ships. 


The State Department already 


has sent along two polite diploma- 
tic reminders, one last November 
and the other last March, a few 
days after Stalin's death. 


The U. S. has taken the position 


that these ships must be returned 
before it will consider Russia's 
offer to write "closed" to its lend 
lease account with a payment of 
300 million dollars. 


The 300 million bid by the So- 


viets is still far short of the 800 
million dollars the U. S. insists 
that Russia pay. The payment 
would give Russia legal, title to 
lend-lease 
items 
of 
peacetime 


value which remained with the 
Soviet Union after the end of the 
war. 


Altogether, Russia received near 


ly 11 billion dollars in lend-lease 
goods, 
including 
thousands 
of 


tanks, guns, planes, food and com- 
plete factories and oil refineries, 
electrical equipment and machi 
ery with definite peacetime value.

TEHRAN, Iran W)—The govern- 


ment announced today it is ex- 
pelling Marc Purdue, Associated 
Press correspondent, for sending 
abroad what it called "false and 
provocative news against the in- 
tereat» of Iran." 


Hossein Fatemi, foreign minis- 


ter, said Purdue has received 
notice to leave Iran within three 
days. He gave no details of the 
government's charge. 


Purdue is the latest of a number 


of foreign correspondents to be 
expelled from Iran since the gov- 
ernment took over 'the holdings of 
the Anglo-Iranian Oil Co. He has 
been in this country since last 
September. 


Purdue's home is in Evansville, 


Ind. He has been a member of the 
AP's 
foreign staff 
since World 


War -II,' and formerly worked for 
the press association as a corre- 
spondent in Southeast Asia and as 
chief of bureau for India. 


Purdue's predecessor as AP cor- 


respondent here, Phil Clarke, left 
Iran after Fatemi'a 
newspaper,
